A MISCHIEVOUS TELEGRAM. 



Wo feol it our duty to caution tlio pul) 
licngrtiiist pliiciug liny lolifiuco upon a 
telegi'aw, inirportiug to liavo como from 
Ottiiwa, wliidi npiH-avLHi in ouv contem- 
porary yosterdivy moruing. T' hont^ on 
its face tlio impress of unreliability nnd 
nbsul'dity, and, but for the state of dopros- 
sioa into which it has thrown the commu- 
inty would ho a subject for mirth. Allo-.v 
us to point out its inconsistency. In tho 
first place the reader is confronted with a 
Btaring black heading which announces 
that there is "nolMug in the EMmates/or 
RaiMay Surveys." We refer to tlio tek- 
gram itself and find it states that "thiro 
is nothing in tho Estimntes over ordinary 
expenditure, except ;?r.000 for custom- 
house wbarf and s^27.O0O for Indian lle- 
soivo Couimissiouers." Is there any thing 
Lore to warrft.nt tho disquieting heading V 
Certainly not; for we find in the Session- 
al raiiors of the Canadian Parliament for 
187G that the item for sitrveys is eet down 
under the head ofPacifio Bail way, "thus: 
"Sarvey and engineering, §500,000." 
The item is not debited to British 
Columbia at all; but appears as a 
TOto for tho whole lino, aud everyono i'l 
awaro that iiu enormous sum was spent 
01 surveys in Britisu C jlmubin duiiug 
1876— notwithstanding tlio voto was gen- 
eral and not special in its oliaracter. 
Turning agidu to the telegram we are told 
"it is rumurod tiiat the Government pro- 

?o;e to force Columbia to pui chase the 
ndiaii title to form a fund to support the 
Indians." All wo have got to say is that, 
if tttia rumor bo confirraod (which wo 
feel certain it will not bo) tlio Ottawa 
Government will have an exceedingly 
pleasant limo in forcing Columbia to do 
anytliiug of tho kind. Under the terras 
of union tlio Dominioa Governmont aa- 
Humed couirol of tho Indians ami Ibo 
"management of the lands reserved for 
their use and beueht," and it is stipulated 
that "tracts of hind of such oxtmit as it 
has liitherto been tiio practice of the 
British Columbia Uoverument to appro- 
priate for that purijose, slmll from lime 
to timo bo conveyed from tl.-o Local Gov- 
erumout to the Dominion G o\ enimeiit." 
'Iho surveyors and commissioners are now 
in the field; there was uever a question 
raised as to the fee simple to tlio lands 
bL'iug vested in this Governmont, and 
tho decision of the commissiOneis will be 
tiLal. 

Wo aro clearly of opinion that tho telo- 
gram is a piece of political claptrnjijGitlier 
munufuctured in the Siatulanl oflico or 
8ent,over the wires to inllarao tho minds 
of Ihe people to commit soiu'^ overt net at 
the very time when they should bo most 
moilora'to. Its only efftct is to 
depress aud discourage the whole com- 
munity, to such an extent as to almost 
oreato'a panio. For everybody under- 
Btands that if tho surveys are discontinu- 
ed, there would bo nothing more to bo 
Bftfd in favor of Canadian coiineoi,ion, and 
tho sooner wo got out of the Union tho 
bettor for all hands. 

In a day or two, at the furthest, the 
public wdl see how unreli:iblo the mis- 
chievons tek'grum to which wo refer real- 
ly is; and we lio^ie that with returning 
.Confidence the good sense of the City will 
frown down all future altompts to unset- 
tle the public mind by the promulgation 
of ftklse reports and unfounded rumors. 

"MAINLAND AND VANCOUVEE 
ISLAND." 

We eutcr our protest agiiir.st tlieunder- 
givou extracts being received either in 
England in Canada as a correct 
statement of the "case" of the Island 
against Canada. Tho letter from which 
the extracts are taken appeared in the 
London Times of the 15th ult. It pur- 
ports to Lave been written at Victoria and 

does the people of this city grave injus 
tice. We cannot deny that there are 
some persons among us who expect tho 

Dominion Government to perform im- 
possibilities; bat these constitute a small 
portion of iho population , and tlnnr ex- 
presions scarcely tind an echo. A majori- 
ty of the people of Victoria are anxious 
to be assured of tho bona /it/e intentions of 
Cinada with rcspoct to railway construc- 
tion in the Province. Tlieir conlideiu-(! 
■was Bcveroly aliukon by the failure of the 
Carnarvon Tonus; ami a fi.-eliiig of disap- 
pointment and vexation was n(H unna- 
tural under tho circumstauco. But the 
inost unreasonable men amongst us do 
not deserve the epithets the writer apidiea 
to, Victorians as a class, and wliioli should 
never have been allowed to sully tlio col- 
umns of tho yV/ncs. Whoever the writer 
may bo lie has ntjt correutly rcjn-esent'jd 
the people of \'ict^)i ia: 

"The Mainland is satislied.so far. They 
see that Mr. Mackenzie inherited an im- 
possible tusk from his piedocessors. Timy 
acknowledged ilio en(-vgy and promptiud(! 
with which ho has comluetLid surveys all 
over tho country. They know tliat, nfier 

■'oU, tho route must be aeltlod by tho eii- 

' gineers. Thoy know that, if a piactical 
route can be found through tho settled 
portions of the Province, no Minirter 
would bo so treasonably guilty as to divert 
it to an unsettled and wild country in or- 
der to satif-fy tho hungry, gnedy cor- 
morants in Victoria, who are imiking so 
much noiso and turmoil over their disiip- 
pointod hopes, and crying for 'Carnarvon 
Terms or .Separation.' Tho Island may 
Eopnrato if sho withes. Lord Dufferiu 
told them idainly what soparation meant 
in their caso. Tho Miiiuland can do with- 
out Victoria, but Victoria cannot exist 
•without the Mainland. Nunaimo, on the 

' Island bus the solid means of prospority 
in her splendid coal mines; but Victoria, 
which is tho cause of all this trouble.were 
fiho left to her own resources, would fall 
back to what sho was before— a Siwanh 

t'Banoho. Allow mo onco more to say, tho 
•"Mainland is Fati.-iied, so far; that they 
have confidonco in tho Doniinio)! Minis- 
fcrv fulfilliug all their obligations, so far 
us can bo done with justice to tho rest of 
the Dominion; that thoy boliovo tjliero has 
been no unnecessary d<day;that thoy have 
faith in the railway, which is a necessity 
io alone to them but to ato^^pomwion 
Bt large, oud, may I add, to tbo' Imperial 
p<)Ternnientftleo.." .1:... 



A most iutorestiug paper has lately been 
read upon this subject before the Royal 
Colonial Inftitulo by Capt. J. C. R. 
Colomb. A pnm))hlet containing orticles 
and comments upon tho'fiamo by tho press 
of various colonies bus also boon publish- 
ed, in which are strikingly set forth tho 
importance of England's vast Oolonial 
Empire to the Mother Country, and of 
tho necessity of some comprehenBire plan 
of strategical character being propound- 
ed for purposes of general defence. There 
can be no question that from the grand 
importance that England's Colonial Em- 
pire is now asauming--iucrea8ing every 
year in inuguitudo— that tiiis matter of 
Imperial protection will become intensi- 
fied in interest. England in her sea-girt 
homo takes good care to secure herse.f 
by home defence; but in the paper to 
wnich we allude Capt. Colomb contends 
that no adequate care has been oxtendod 
to her widespread possessions. Naturally 
Euglishmon in whatever part of tho 
British Euiiiiro they may bo placed feol 
they aro as fully entitled to thoprotoctiug 
aegis of the Mother Country as if living in 
their native land. "National defence," 
Capt. Colomb remarks, "in th« Mother 
Country has turned on a narrow pivot of 
])rovisioii for the proteotion of the lives 
and properties of her Majesty's subjects 
at home; but it only needs visible danger 
to prove that true ileicnce must bo Im- 
perial, and not national, and thot if wo 
are to maintain our position as an Empiro 
we must be prepared to defend it us a 
whole." There are a class of i>oliticiaus 
known as tho ilancliester Schuol who, 
thungli willing to roceivo tho immense 
benelits fluwing from Britain's colonial 
outoriiriso, are yet unwilling to bo taxed 
in any shape for such benefits, and con- 
tend that the Colonies should be self- 
protecting. The able writer in question 
upon "Colonial Defences" takes a widely 
ditleront view of tho matter; and seeing 
that this is a question that immediately 
concerns ourselves we have thought fit at 
this timo to eularge upon it. Anything 
more thoroughly defenceless than our 
position it would be difficult to imagine; 
it would almost soem from itshelplesT-iiO-s 
that it was thus placed to invite attad-; a:-,d 
alTord an enemy tho opportunity of lK:i:ig 
easily supplied wiih naval stores. The 
subject, then, of Colonial defences in our 
present conditicm, aud with wars and 
rumours of wars abounding, and a Bustiau 
floet at San Francisco, is quite to our 
hand. Next to our railway grievances wo 
know of no subject that more immediately 
cuncerna us than tho absence of British 
men of war frcm our harbors. Tliu Qc'ct 
at Esquimau was not only in tho pa^t a 
matter that iiuluoed a feeling of socurity; 
but one also that from the expenditnie 
tlowing from it made us feel the benefit 
of being an integral part of tho British 
Jinipire. We nrn glad to seo the import- 
ant subject of Colonial defences brought 
forward in tie prominent manner it lias 
been by Capt. Colomb; and it is just pos- 
sible the views put forth by him of the 
necessity of certain bases for action may 
yet in their operation be fell by us in this 
distant Province of British Columbia. 
But, bo that as it may, with Europe ring 
ing with tho uncertainties of war, and 
with both Proyincial and-Dominion Leg- 
islatures in session, now is the day and 
now the hour when the importance of 
British Columbia being prepared for de- 
fence against attack from an enemy of the 
Mother Country thoulil bo pressed upon 
tho Imperial Coverument.

THE USES OF THE EUSSL^iN 
FLEET. 



The Busbian fleet, of which wo hear so 
much in timo of peace, seems to give tho 
Czar a great deal of concern in time of war 
or when a war threatens. During the Cri- 
mean war the only service which the Rus- 
sian fleet rendered was at the Binope mas- 
sacre, where it gained no very enviable 
ri'pntaiion. As soon as the Allied fleets 
made tlivir a])pearanco i.n tho Black Sea, 
tho llusaian vessels were shut up in So- 
baslojiol, and most of them sunk at the 
entrance of that harbor to keep tho allii d 
lleets from entering. Tho Kussian Baltic 
licet was shut up behind tho fortitlcations 
of Cronstadt during tho wliolo of tho war, 
and was not of tho slightest service to the 
nation which had gone to so much cost to 
build it. Now, it roeins, that in view t)f 
an approach of war the first oaro of tlio 
Czar IS to got his vessels into a jjhice of 
safety. Th(! ironclads of tho Bussiau 
fleets have been ilistrilmted in tho various 
Italian porta, as Italy is morn likely to 
remuiu neutral in cniio of an eastern war 
than any other European nation. Tho 
Russian Mediterauean fleet is to winter in 
United States waters, and should war 
break out will remain in tho friendly she l- 
ter of United .States ports until, its olo,:e. 
Tho powerful Russian fleet which was 
in Asiatic waters has boon already 
withdrawn and ia iissembled at San Fran- 
cisco, there to rido out the political 
storm which is gathering about the Bos- 
phorous. Eleven Russian vessels aro to 
rendezvous at Mission Bay, for Russia 
has not a single harbour in the Pa(;ilic 
where her flecit can remain in safety. So 
t ho lliissian navy has to shelter itself in 
neutral ports till tho war is ovor. .Ml 
this seems very absurd. If a fleet is of 
no value either for eiTeuce or defence in 
CHSo of war, what use is it at all? Wliat 
return does it yield for tho cost of its cnn- 
htruction nnd maintainanco? Tho only 
answer that can bogivon to such questions 
is that the Russian licet ia a sham, "in- 
vinciblo in poaco and invisiblo iu war." 
Even tho Peter the Great, and those cir- 
cular iron-clads which Mr, Seed was 
never tired writing about are, it would 
seem, nothing but costly toys, too delicate 
to bo trusted in a naval 'battle. Gen. 
Loylo wrote; 

"Vila i>il((hlioit tloflu of Iron Iramrd. 

VbIu tliijko ill tlinttiriiiK t'linii, 

IIuIevB prouil Kntj^anU kucp uiiteimed, 

Thft atroug hetrtfl of bcr iout." 

So Russia and Germany may build fleets, 
but, as they have no commercial marine, 
they cannot create sailors, and in case of 
war they dare not keeplhoir vaunted ships 
at sea, for thoy know right well that thoy 
would bo captured or Hiuik by the first 
JMiglish iron clad that hova in bight. 
There is a groat deal of difleronco be- 
tween building and buying -ships and 
creating a great naval power.

Jivertnl; b(i. ides the general iiieonveiii- 
enco tu the jmblic of having tbe ships ly- 
ing so far away from town. Indeed, for 
alt pi-actical purpose they might better 
bo at Esiiuimalt. One thing the citizens 
may rely du, and that is that tln^y cannot 
eource tlie company, for as long as they 
fullil the lotlur or spirit of the ooutruct 
iliey will be sustained by Government, 
ami Mr, DeCosmos may howl until he is 
hoarse.
